Four Persons Burned To Death,

A terrible ealamity befell the family
of John Eshbaugh, who resldes near
Shannondale, In Red Bank township,
Clarlon county, on Friday morning of
Inst week,  Mr. Eshbaugh got up abont
three o'clock In the morning and
made u firs In the cook stove, golog
back to bed again. About an hour
Iater he nwoko and found the house on
fire, the nmes having gained conslder
nble hesdwany, Bosides himsell, hin
wife, his brother, and slx chlldren wore
sloeping up stalrs. Ho tried to awaken
them and got them out of the bullding,
but with only partinl sucoces, as the
house burned so rapldly. Mrs, Esh.
biaugh escaped through a window, with
two small childeen, und one about seven
or efght years of age, the latter serious-
ly burned. Mrs. Eshbaogh (o jumping
from the window, through whieh she
escaped, broke one of her legs above the
anlele,

Mr. Eshbaugh’s brother, aged about
20 yoars, and three children, aged nine,
ten and twelve years, porlghed in the
bullding, it being impossible to rescue
them, Everything In the house wns
burned, ingluding all the clothing of the
family. The condition of the rescued

to the extreme cold, Mr. Eshbaugh
tried to keep them warm hy

hay and steaw about them, and covers
Ing them with gealn sacks, It was
some time before help could be securad,
a8 the nenrest nolghbor was o mile dis-
tant,

As soon a8 help arrived all the sor-
vivors were taken to s nelghbor's house
whore they ware properly cared for,
and medienl holp sent for, 1t was the
saddest accldent that has ever hap-
pened in that npeighborhood.—Brook-
